clothing might offset any declines 
in Sep tem be r. 
The index began its latent climh 
in S epte m ber. 1956. and each sue- 
j reeding month established a new 
cost-of-living record. 
The 
BLS 
also said 
spendable 
earnings and the buying pow er of 
factory w ork ers rose in August, 
despite the 
increase in the price 
index. A factory w orker with three 
dep enden ts e arned an a v e ra g e of 
$75.13 per week after taxes, com- 
p a rd to an a v e rag e of $7480 last 
month. 
The increa se w as a ttrib u ­ 
ted to longer hours. 
Tile living cost increase affects 
the pay of an e stim ate d 157.000 
workers whose wages a re tied to 
the BLS price index. Claque said

Buddy Testifies 
Girard Fired at 
Woman as Joke 


Re-cnocts Shooting 
At Court Session 


On Firing Range 


SOMAGAHARA, Japan (U P )— 
An old Amu buddy testified today 
that SpI3 William S, Girard shot 
and killed a Japanese woman met­ 
al scavenger as "a joke” 
The charge was made by Army 
Specialist Victor Nu kel of Inkster. 
Mich., at a dramatic confrontation 
on the actual firing range at Camp 
Weir where Girard killed 
Mrs. 
Naka Sakai last Jan. 30. 
Nickels testimony bolstered the 
prosecution s claim that the Otta 
wa. 111., soldier deliberately lured 
Mrs. Sakai into a death trap and 
shot her to death as a prank. 
Nickel reenacted the shooting 
before an unusual session of the 
Maehashi district court held on 
the range that had been turned in­ 
to a quagmire by recent rains. 
Judge1! uzo Kawaehi of the Mae­ 
hashi court asked Nickel at this 
third trial session. “ Did you think 
Girard shot af the woman in fun?” 
“Yes.” Nickel replied. “ For a 
joke.” 
But atter Girard saw' that the 
woman had been felled he seemed 
“ shocked,” Nickel testified. 
"He w*as scared and shaking.His 
voice was shaking. 
"Actually I don't think he meant 
to do it.” 
Nickel, a onetime close friend 
of Girard, was standing less than 
a foot away when Girard fired the 
shot which killed the woman. 
The case touched off angry inter­ 
national repercussions before the 
United States agreed that Japan 
could try 
Girard on charges of 
manslaughter If convicted he faces 
up to 20 years imprisonment. 
Nickel testified today that Girard 
fired two shots. 
The start of today's session was 
delayed more than an hour and 
15 minutes because of the slippery 
conditions on hill 655 of the firing 
range. Kawaehi. wearing a floppy 
straw hat, 
called the court into 
session-the third- on a square of 
canvas spread over the mud. 
Girard, restricted to Camp Drew. 
was flown to Camp Weir by heli­ 
copter and taken to the scene in 
a jeep. He was dressed neatly in 
khakis and was almost the only 
one not dressed for the mud; he 
wore black 
low cut shoes, the 
others wore boots 
He 
did not appear concerned 
about the testimony of his former 
friend as he answrnred questions 
by Kawaehi. 
Did you fire once. twice or 
three times.” Kawaehi asked Gir­ 
ard. 
Girard said he fired twice and 
that he believed Mrs. Sakai fell 
at the second shot. 
“Did \ou come immediately to 
look at her” the judge asked. 
“ Yes, sir.” 
Explain 
how 
you found 
her 
lying.” 
“She was lying on her belly.” 
"Did she tall immediately?” 
"I think she walked two or three 
steps.'* 
Then he walked to the spot 
where she fell. 
Court adjourned shortly after 
Nickel testified.

And Robinson’s most trusted ad­ 
visor, George Gainford, declared 
today “Yes, I’d like to see Ray 
fight Basilio for the title again, 
if we can get assurances from 
the boxing commission that the 
New York state law against the 
use of collodion iodoform ointment 
will be carried out.” 
Gainford, 
principal 
handler 
in 
Robinson’s cornel during the elec­ 
trifying battle before 38.000 in Y an­ 
kee Stadium.^complained to referee 
Al Berl five times against use of 
the ointment on Basiiio’s bleeding 
left brow, because it was getting 
into Robinson’s eyes and paining 
him.
